Why We Have 
Headaches. 


— i 


[By Dr. Frederick Graves.] 


It has heen said that a headache 
ina pain in tho head, but not. every 
hend pain is a headache. 

‘Headaches are caused by some 
upset in anuther part of the body 
oy a rule and are the protest of 
the eranial nerves: agninat the ir- 
ritation caused. 

The brain is enclosed in a tough 
eapsule which cannot expand, und 
anything xends more bluod 
into the brain to djstend it it makes 
a strain on that capsule and we xet 
a sepse of fullness and pain which 
in generally made worre by any 
net, such as stooping, that increases 
the cungestion. 

Indirectly all sorta of things may 
increase this congestion, A com- 
mon cause is o cold or any feverish 
atnte; ¢ye-strain may set it up, 
and, indeed, is one of the most 
hequent causes of headache. 


"Common Causes, 

Hondaches may be due to disease 
of the brnin, of course, such things 
as gro#ths and tumours of discase 
of the skull, but those things are 
rare ond usually give rise to very 
forms of bad ‘headache, 
if any at all Far moro common 
eanses are: those, a8 stated, that 
irritation and pressure— 
disease,

The hendaghes from eyo-strain 
vaually persist mainly over one 
eyebrow, but may spread to all 
that side, or both sides of tho head. 

The ‘sick headaches’’ may come 
from this cause, though they are 
more common from digestive  dis- 
turbance, dyspepsia, constipation, 
sluggish liver, and any of the con-

In these days of brightly colour- 
ful and’ novelty decoration, we are 
always on the look-out for some- 
thing new in the way of the orna- 
mental trifles which add gaiety to 
our  tables—dressing, writing, 
bridge, ten and. dining. Quite an 
original idea is harlequin glass, o 
gay effect which is very easily ac- 
complished with the aid of some 
sheets of tinfoil or tinsel, . paper 
of various colourings, transparent 
gum, and a tin of good, silver or 
bronze paint. 

Perfectly plain glass bowls and 

plates should ba used. They can be 
bought very cheaply. : 
‘Cut the tinfoil into cornered 
shapes, and gum the pieces patch- 
work-wise on the underside only 
os the articles being decorated, so 
that; when finished they glitter 
with harleqiun effect through the 
upper ‘side. of the glass. 

When quite dry,.cover the back 
of the ‘patchwork with a coat, of 
paint, so that on the one aide a flat 
painted surface ts presented, and 
on the inner, and more visible, a 
brilliant kaleidoscope. 

By putting tinfoil and paint on 
the outer side only, anything may 
be safely but into the bowl, plate 
or tray without risk of causing 
damage, 

‘All sorts of odd shapes may, of 
course, be cut out of the tinfoil, 
and various. design devised, the 
final coat of paint forming a back- 
ground if the pieces are not all 
joined together as in the patch- 
work pattern.

Heredity Play a Part. 


It must be admitted that heredity 
appears to play o part in the causa 
tion of many headaches, and though 
the correctzon of digestive irregu- 
laritics—suitable glasses for defec- 


uve sight, the relief of strain, 
‘s¢—may cure mony forms of 
neadache, there are some people 
who seem ‘to be peculiarly 
liable to. certain forms of . the 
trouble like their parents, and 
where the cause is difficult or 


impossible to trace cntirely. 

Headaches ore usually signals of 
alarm to call our attention to, the 
fact that something is wrong some 
where. One may get relief by tak- 
ing drugs like aspirin, but that docs 
not o8 a rule go to the cause and 
cure it and the trouble may return. 
We should try to find out why we 
have tho pain at all. Somo people 
who wake up with o headache and 
cannot think of o reason for it will 
viten find a cure by sleeping with 
thear windows open. 

Some of the’ most obstinate forms 
of headache are due to insufficient 
oxygenation of the blood and ars 
cured by a charge of place or o¢-" 
cupation, where that is possible, 
so that the air of oa differont neigh- 
bourhood is prenthed—and the 
‘more of it the better. [he seguinr 
practice of deep bidathing exercises 
severa) times a day will often curo 
a chronic headache:

An interesting pérsonality, 
the person of Dr, M. N. Dhalla, ar- 
rived in the Colony by the s.s. Taiyo 
Maru and is at present staying at 
fotel. Dr. Dhalla 
leaves here on Sunday. 

Dastur Dr, M. N. Dhalla, M.A., 
PhD, Litt.D., iy the High Priest 
of the Parsees, Karachi, India, The 
Parsees MMmbar about o hundred 
thousand people throughout the 
They are the descendents 
of the Ancient Persians who ruled 
in Persia up to the seventh century. 

The religion that the Parsces fol- 
low is called Zoroastrianism after 
the name of itg founder prepiet, 
Zoroustor, who flourised’ about 1000 
B.C, The Parsees ure — highly 
‘educated people, the average liter- 
acy of. both their male and female 
population being about 95 per cent. 
They are energetic and enterprising 
people. They were the pioncery 


of cotton mill industry in Bombay 


In the middle of the last century. 
Their commercial connexion with 
China began with the advent of the 
British in the Far East. 

Dr. Dhalla, who has published 
aeveral boks in Gujarati and bng- 
lisb, was invited by the Columbia 
University to take part in the cele- 
bration of the 175th anniversary of 
the granting of the Royal Charter 
by King George ILL in 1964 to 
King’s College of New York, The 
date of the 175th. anniversary was 
31st October of the last year. 

The University, on this occasion, 
conferred honorary degrees upon 
those of ita alumni who had brought 
credit. upon it within the last 
twenty-five years, Dr, Dhalla was 
given the degrees of Doctor of 
Letters. His latest book publish- 
oduby the Oxford University ress 
(American Branch, New York), is 
entitled “Our Perfecting World.” 
with the subtitle, “Zarathustra’s 
Way of Life.” . 

-Dr. Dhalla and Mrs, Dhalla, who 
accompanies him, have travelled in 
Persia and Mesopotamia, an ac- 
count of which is published by Mrs. 
Dhalla in Gujarati. They are now 
on their way home to Karachi.

documents, but found none.. He 
ascertained that defendant liv- 
ed in a small room or bunk, 
au flight of five or six steps 
leading to it from the level of the 
first floor, Whatever space there 
was in the room was almost 
entirely used up by a bed. When 
the door was open, other peaple on 
the floor could, observe what was 
going, on in the room. 


For Nours at a Stretch. 


Mrs, Sam Fook, a tenant of the 
tloor, told the Court that she could 
not say whether the child was a 
mii-tsai or an adopted daughter of 
the defendant. She could say, on 
the other hand, that whenever de- 
fendant assaulted the child, she 
would keep at it for hours at a 
stretch, The child would at other 
times be immersed in a jar or 
water, then put on the ioof to dry, 
that being calculated to frighten 
her. She was not allowed to cry, 
that wag to say, that whenever 
she cried, she was beaten until she 
became silent. * 

“The child was beaten with the 
regularity of meals,” asserted wit- 
ness, <A piece of firewood, of the 
heavy kind imported from Singa- 
pore, was the instrument used fer 
these chastisements. 


Suspended by Arms, 


Speaking of other acts of 
chastisement, witness related how, 
on several occasions, she had seen 
the child being tied up and sus- 
pended, with tapes passed under 
her arms, from the bunk, being left 
dangling in that position for hours 
ata stretch. ‘I did not interfere, 
not my business 
and also because the girl belong. 
ed to the defendant as an adopted 
daughter” 

Witness, replying to Mr. But- 
ters, admitted that she was ton- 
strained to report the mattér to 
the police at about 3 o'clock last 
Friday. 

Defendant, replying to, this 
evidence, said that she beat the 
irl because of her habit of drink- 
ing dirty water. 


Stifled With Gag. 


Ho Chiu-lee, another tenant of 
the same floor, declared that the 
girl was struck sith a piece of 
firewood sometimes for a whole 
day and late into the night. Her 
cries were stifled with cloth stuff- 
ed into her mouth. She would .be 
hung up against the wall and 
beaten the whole time she was 
suspended thus, sometimes for 
several hours. On one occasion 
she was thus cruelly used. the 
punishment lasting from noon to 
three o’tlock in the afternoon.
